BAGDAD IN BRITISH HANDS. 

The "“tish Army of Mesopotamia, says The 
Times, captured Bagdad yesterday, and shat- 
tered the dream which the Pan-Germans have 
been dreaming for more than twenty 
years. The German route to the, Fast 
is blocked, and the existing terminus 
of the Bagdad Railway has passed into our 
hands. Great though this achievement may 
well be reckoned írom “the military point of 
view, the moral effect will be even greater. 
To the watching East it will seem to sound the 
kneli of German aspirations. To the Germans 
themselves it will mean the ignominious col- 
lapse of a scheme to which they directed infinite, 
subtle, and secret labour, and the frustration 
of one of the principal objecis for which they 
wantonly set the world ablaze. The culminat- 
ing operations of our forces appear to have been 
conducted with remarkable skill, and they 
closed with actions on both sides of the River 
Tigris. There is no harm in saying now that 
Sir Stanley Maude smashed the Turkish Army 
centring on Kut even more thoreughly than the 
public arb quite aware. In the laborious series 
of movements on the right bank of the Tigris 
epposite and above Kut, which were protracted 
through many days, he inflicted terrible losses 
on the Turks. Thousands of prisoners were 
taken, and time after time the Turkish dead 
were found in heaps. When the Turkish Army 
broke and bolted for Bagdad, it was not much 
more than a remnant. On all their main cam- 
paigning ffonts the Turks are falling back, 
while their power in Arabia is now broken. 


THE WAR AGAINST TURKEY. 

After the fall of Kut, savs Zhe Times, Major 
Moraht wrote, in the Berliner Tagehlatt, that 
ijt was not yet possible to see whether the 
Turkish retreat was the result of the battle, or 
“whether it represented a methodical with- 
drawal, such as has been repeatedly carricd 
out in the course of this war by well-led armies 
of the Central Powers, in order to create more 
favourable fighting conditions for the future 
and. the decision.” Major Moraht was also 
‘not vet able to see whether the British move- 
ment would aim at Bagdad.’’ The boldest ac- 
count of the situation, however, is that in which 
the Military Correspondent of the Frankjfurter 
Zeatung, yas’ a week ago, explained that ail 
operations against Turkey are of litile import- 
sauce, because the war is only to last six months, 
and they cannot be completed. ‘In euch cir- 
cumstances the operations must be ascribed

We have taken 
a considerable number of prisoners, of which 
over 100 have already reached the collecting 
stations Four trench mortars and fifteen 
machine guns were also captured in this opera- 
tion. Our casualties are slight. 

Yesterday an aerial patrol of our machines 
was heavily engaged by «a strong hostile for- 
mation. During the day four of our aeroplanes 
tailed to return. One of the enemy's machines 
is known to have been brought down. 

Sunday, 8.22 p.m.—The total number of 
prisoners taken by us in the course of yester- 
day's successful operations against tlie Village 
of Irles is three officers and 289 other, ranks.

that he could not be lifted from his cot.

one of which terminated fatally. The others re- 
covered quickly when milk was supplied. It

SIGNIFICANCE OF VICTORY. . 
Bagdad commands: several lines of communi- 
cation vital to the Turks in Mesopotamia, and 
its loss must be at thig- moment a severe blow

The Turks have been hard hit, declares the 
Daily Mail, but the fate of Bagdad and the 
East has still to be settled, and the decision 
will be made on the Western front. None the 
less, the fall of ss > is a heavy blow to the 
Germans. The astern terminus of their 
famous railway; for which they embarked on 
go. many crimes, has now fallen into. British 
hands. Asia has seen that while the British 
may be temporarily repulsed, they have an 
iron strength of will which forbids them to 
rest satisfied with anything short of victory. 
The disaster of Kut has been retrieved after 
the lapse of less than a year. Boe 

With Bagdad in our possession, we can lend 
a useful hand to the Russians advancing from 
Persia, says the Daily Telegraph. On March 
6th, our Ally held both Hamadan and Khan- 
gavar, and’ subsequently his right wing cap- 
tured Senne. If he can pursue the Turks 
along the line of their rapid retirement past 
Kermanshbah and Kash-i-Shirin, as far as 
Khanikin, the line of Turkish retreat from 
Bagdad will ‘be gravely compromised. Nor is 
this iely to be the only resuit of General 
Maude’s success. Throughout Arabia the 
population will hear with joy the news of the 
Ottoman ‘downfall, and fair prospects will 
open before them of co :plete emancipation 
from the rule of Constantinople. To-day, when 
British tr.ops march through its streets, and

It must be peculiarly galling for the en- 
thusiastic Germhn to turn his eyes to the East 
at this moment, and to consider a rnin of 
that splendid '' Berlin to Bagdad ' dream, 
writes the London Daily Express.

' meant so much to him. It has helped him to 


bear privations with patience. He has been 
willing cheerfully to go without his beer gnd 
his sausage, and the other emblems of fultur, 
while he could preen himself with thoughts of a 
German in the Garden of Eden.

That the Dialah and Tigris-Euphrates 
fell to tha first blow is another signal proof of 
the demoralisation and confusion of the once 
splendid Turkish Mesopotamian Army, writes 
the Military Correspondent of the Duily 
Chronicte. When and where the Turks will 
manage to rally is, of course, a “matter only 
for speculation. What is certain is that 
General Maude will not relax his pursuit, or 
give the enemy an opportunity of ‘regaining 
breath and reorganising himself, It is not 
unlikely that the drive will be continued quite 
a considerable distance beyond Bagdad.

heavy loss of life. 


DELIBERATE GERMAN OUTRAGE, 


A Press Association's, correspondent _tele- 
graphs:—-The sinking of. the Storstad, Nor- 
wegiah, steamer (Belgian Relief Commission 
vessel) on the 8th instant was one of the most 
deliberate acts in violation; of the rules of 
modern warfare, even as conducted by the Ger- 
man Admiralty that has occurred on the high 
seas. The Storstad was not torpedoed without 
warning, but this, in her case, makes the crime 
heinous. Though fully aware of the identity of 
his victim, the submarine commander not only 
did net hesitate to destroy the vessel, but took 
unusaal precautions to ensure that his - work 
was completed. 

About ten o’élock on Thursday morning a 
German submarine, invisible from the Storstad, 
though runming on the surface, opened a heavy. 
shell fire on thé streamer with two deck guns 
from a distance of four miles at the same time 
bearing down on her. In all some twelve 
rounds were fired, after which the submarine 
submerged. She was then but a short distance 
trom the ship and must have seen the signs on 
the Storstad, which showed her to be a vesset 
commissioned to convey foodstuffs for the relief 
of the starving population of Belgium. These 
signs.-were displayed on all parts of the ship. 
On her hull were painted the Norwegian Mer- 
cantile flag and the ship’s name. Under the 
bridge and on banners on the masjs were the 
ship's name and the official indicafjon of her 
charter for Belgian rélief, while - from ia 
masthead hung two signal canvas globes known 
to every mereantile.and naval officer afloat. | 

Despite those cleat indieations of her charit- - 
able errand the submarine got into position on 
the Storstad’s t side, with a part of the 
conning tower showing ahove the surface, and 
despatched a torpedo, whigh struck her just be- 
neath the bridge. When the submarine sub- 
merged after the first gunfire, the crew of the 
Storstad, who had got into the beats which 
were slung out, thought that she had gone, 
and were on hoard when the terpedo struck. 
All managed to get clear, Captain Endersen 
being in the last boat. The submarine, rising 
td the surface, came alongside the captains — 
boat, and put a number of questions as to the 
Storstad’s cargo and port of lading. 

A request that the boats be taken in tow 
and convoyed fome little distance owing to the 
heavy sea running was disdaipfully refused. 
As the Storstad was not sinking fast enouch 
to please the submarine commander, gunfire 
was again opened at an angle which caused 
the shells to fall perilously near the rowing 
boats. This last act clearly demonstrated the 
commander's motive, for ther6 could then no 
have been the slightest doubt in his mind as 
to the ghip’s status. The Storsfad finaliv 
disappeared, about noon, turning completely 
ever On her starboard ‘and sinking by the 
head... 

She was bomd from nos Ayres for 
Rotterdam with about 9,000™tens of grain for, 
da stated, the relief of the Belgian people. 
She had been some weeks on the voyage, but 
till Thursday she had an uneventful run. The 
boat in which Captain Endersen got away 
contained, . amongst. others, the fourth 
engineer, named Sorensen, and an American 
fireman, named John Roy Christian. Sorensen, 
the engineer, died of exposure while in a 
boat which was rowed for 36 hours before 
being picked up a patrol boat. 

Interviewed, Captain Enderson said he wae 
not certain of any other casualties, but he 
learned on arrival that other survivors had 
been breught ashore, and that there were two 
dead amongst them. He bere out the state- 
ment that a submarine had fired several gun 
rounds. while approaching him before s«ib- 
merging to discharge the torpedo, and says 
the commander could hot have failed to see 
the signal banners and flags, which showed 
the vessel to be on a Belgian relief mission. 
Thesa signals could not have been plainer. 

Christian, the American citizen, who is «a 
native of Seattle, Washington County, United 
States, America, said it appeared to him like 
an insult added to injury when one of the 
German officers brought up fron inside the 
submarine and unfurled a German naval en- 
sign on deck before moving away finally.. 


A GERMAN “ SAFE” CONDUCT. 


The Bantry correspondent. of the Paddy 
Chronicle #aya>-Captain Endersen declared 
emphatically to me that he has a stamped 
declaration in his possession from the Gérman 
Consul af Buenos Ayres. This stated that 
the Storfad would be given a safe conduct 
through all waters, and that she would not 
be interfered with any way by German sub. 
marines, and that the Storstad complied with 
the requirements of a Belgian relief ship.

‘Replying in the Chamber to interpellations on 
the Government's food policy, M. Herriot, 
Minister of Jransport, mamtained that woe 
Government's policy has been marked by fore- 
sight and prudence. He estimated the deficit 
of wheat at 34,000,000 hundredweights, and 
pointed out the necessity, in France, of having 
recourse, as iú Other countries, to. restrictive 
measures in 1 
ceeded to describe the different measures which 
have been put in practice; and declared that he 
had decided to issue bread tickets should this 
be necessity. He claimed that the re-victual- 
ling methods which had been adopted had 
yielded good results. The methods of State 
purchase, due to an inspiration from Great 
Britain, had been equally satisfactory, and the 
position of France in this respect was relatively 
good. M. Herriot then referred to the ques- 
tion of fodder and coal. In this connection he 
mentioned that Mr. Lloyd Georges had said to 
him, on the eve of his magnificent speech on 
the subject in the House of Commons—** Tell 
our French friends that Great Britain is obliged 
to ask them to consept.4o make sacrifices in the 
matter of importations, just as we ourselves 
must.’ Despite certain statements to the contrary 
M. Herrictt asserted that the outpút from the 
mines was increased, and that imports were in- 
creasing alse. Although he was the Minister 
responsible for the restrictions and taxation, 
continued M. Herriot, be remained a staunch 
upholder of the freedom of commerce and trans- 
port. He had undertaken aii ungrateful ré/e, 
and would have to institute yet other restric- 
tions. He would introduce milk tickets, for 
instance, if necessary. He added that the 
economic factor was going to prove almost as 
important as the military factor. Germany, 
hemmed in, held down, reduced almost to 
starvation, was making & last effort to escape 
thea doom by which she must inevitably be 
crushed.

SALCOMBE LIFEBOAT.

The official report of the circumstances at- 
tending the capsizing of the Salcombe lifeboat, 
Willam and Emma, and the loss of thirteen 
lives on October 27th, was issued on Saturday. 
The Board of Tra Inspector states a echooner 
went on the rocks®and one lifeboat put off to 
the rescue. The sea was exceptionally bad, 
and when outside Salcombe Bar a heavy sea 
struck the William and Emma, and turned her 
right over. Tho sea was in a perfect boil, and 
one of the two survivors was washed away at 
least three times, The lifeboat drifted ashore 
and was smashed. Meanwhile the crew of the 
i schooner had been rescued by a rocket appa- 

ratus. An attempt was made to communicate 
that fact to Salcombe to prevent the despatch 
of the lifeboate but it is stated the telephone 
did not work properly owing to a branch of a 
tree having blown across the wires. The chief 
i officer of the Coastguards said he did think of 

using he semaphore to inform the lifeboat’s 
crew that the schooner’s men had been landed, 
but he came to the conclusion none of the 
members would understand the method of 
i signalling. As a matter of fact the Inepector 
understood one person did. He (the I tor) 
waa informed that the Royal National Lifeboat 
| Institution was anxious that its crews should 
acquire a competent knowledge of the sema- 
phore, and he would strongly support the view 
that imstruction should be given im this eub- 
ject. One of the two survivors in his evidence 
said the big sea would have capsized any boat.
